His depart- 
ure from the cabinet under sensational 
circumstances because he could not 
join in the approval o£ the note to 
Germany or reconcile its principles to 
the cause which he declared lo be 
nearest his heart—"the prevention ol 
war"—developed today not only a mosl 
unusual situation in the domestic poli- 
tics of the United States but 
grave turn in its foreign policy. 


Staunch in his advocacy of peace 


and firmly set nsrainst any communi- 
cation to Germany which might in - 
volve the United States in war, Mr 
Bryan found himself not only opposei 
by the president but by a majority o 
the members of the cabinet 
in th

The president in his letter expressing 
egret over Mr. Bryan's 'resignation

rom Mr. Bryan in the objects sought 
n the- present crisis but only, in the 
nethod by 'which they were to be ac- 
omplished.. Mr.- Wilson and his ad- 
isers are equally anxious to prevent

he United States to enforce its rights, 
f necessary, to secure protection for 
.merican citizens on the high seas.

Jryan in the doing of everything pos- 
sible to prevent war but believed it

foremost figure in American politics 
for "the last quarter century. 


An orator ot 
extraordinary power 


and brilliancy, his speeches have made 
him one-of the most influential of 
later-day public speakers. His denun- 
ciation of the gold standard policy of 
the republican party at the 
national 


democratic 
convention in 1SS6, won 


him the nomination of his party for 
the presidency when he was only 36 
years old. In his three presidential 
campaigns and In numerous speeches 
and lectures between campaigns, It is 
estimated that 20,000,000 people have 
come under the spell of his eloquence. 
Born in Illinois 


Mr. Bryan was born in Salem. III., in 


1860. His boyhood was spent on a 
farm. In 1877 he entered Illinois col- 
lege and graduated as valedictorian 
of his class in 1SSI. Then he studied 
law at.Union college of Chicago, was 
admitted to the bar and practised in 
Jacksonville, III. 


In 18S* he married Mary Baird and 


moved to Lincoln, Neb., where he has 
lived ever since. 
His political career began In 1SSS, 


•when he made a speech at the Nebras- 
ka state democratic 
convention 
at 


. Omaha. The fiery eloquence of 
this 


address swayed his audience, so that 
the convention was 
stampeded 
Into 


nominating him.for lieutenant-gover-

nor—just as eight years later a. na- 
.lonal 
democratic 
convention 
was 


swept off its feet and forced Into giv- 
ng the highest honor in Its power to 
the "Boy Orator of the Platte." 


But Mr. Bryan declined the nomlna- 


:lon as lieutenant-governor of Nebras- 
ka. Two years later, 
however, 
his 


party nominated him to congress, and 
after a campaign which stirred his 
district lo the depths, he won the elec- 
tion. He was re-elected In 1892, the 
year of the Cleveland leadership. 


In congress he won national fame by 
a three-hour speech on the- tariff, which 
roused the house 
of 
representatives 


from the torpor which marks ordinary 
debate. 


In 1894 Mr. Bryan was the candidate 


of his party for United States senator 
from Nebraska- 
But that was the 


year of the beginning of the great po- 
litical cataclysm which destroyed the 
old-line democratic party and marked 
the beginning of modern republican- 
ism. A republican congress was re- 
turned 
to 
Washington, 
Nebraska 


swung back Into the republican'col- 
umn and a republican legislature de- 
feated Mr. Bryan as a member of the 
upper house. 


The free silver movement had been 


rampant In the west for six years. 
Kansas, Nebraska's southern neighbor, 
had squarely gone over to the populist 
party and In the election of 1S92 had 
cast its full electoral vote for Weaver. 
The populist movement spread 
like 


wildfire through the middle west. Its 
demand for the free and 
unlimited 


coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 
made it a welcome propaganda in the 
Rocky Mountain states, tho producers 
of silver bullion. Both the great par- 
ties had to face the issue. The repub- 
licans met at St. Louis and nominated 
McKlnley over Thomas B. Reed, but 
the platform fight was hotter than the 
struggle for the nomination. A plank 
declaring for thn gold standard until

Bryan Stampedes Convention 


The democrats met at Chicago a 


few weeks later. Again th« silver fight 
was to the fore, but in spite of the 
struggle of the old line democrats, of 
whom Ex-Governor Russell of Massa- 
chusetts wa.s an acknowledged loader, 
the stiver men triumphed and wrote 
into the platform a declaration for 
free coinage. 


There was a warm fight for the 


presidential nomination, with Richard 
P. Bland of Missouri as the favorite. 
But young Bryan, who was a delegate 
from Nebraska, swept the convention 
off its feet with his stirring eloquence. 
After his daring peroration, "You shall 
not press down upon the brow of labor 
this crown of thorns; you shall not 
crucify mankind upon a cross of gold."' 
the 'delegates were brought to 
their 


feet by a common Impulse, the state 
banners were trooped, and the "Boy 
Orator of the Platte" was swept into 
the nomination. 


Mr. "Bryan's 'campaign for the presi- 


dency was the beginning of the mod- 
ern "whirlwind tour." He 
spoke 
to 


enormous audiences in nearly 
every 


state in the Union. He 
made 
2100 


speeches to more than 5,000,000 people, 
and travelled 18,000 miles. It was the 
bitterest and hardest fought campaign 
since the TIayes-Tilden campaign of 
20 years before. "McKlnlfiy received 271 
votes and Bryan 176, but many of the 
states were very close, and a turnover 
of 
about 40.000 votes in certain ones 


would have reversed the result. 


Mr. Bryan's "first battle" 
for 
the 


presidency left him undaunted. The sil- 
ver issue was dead, never to be resur- 
rected. The discovery of gold in Alas- 
ka and the rebounding prosperity of 
the nation buried free silver forever. 
Then came the Spanish war of 1S98. 
followed by the acquisition of the Phil- 
ippine Islands, 
and 
the 
democratic 


party 
found 
its 
new issue in "anti- 


Imperialism." Mr. Bryan, whose defeat 
in 1S56 appeared to have made him all 
the stronger with the rank and file of 
his party, was made the 1800 candidate 
by acclamation. 


Again Mr. Bryan mode a whirlwind 


tour, up and 
down 
the 
length and 


breadth of the nation. 
But anti-im- 


perialism was not a popular issue, and 
President McKinley was reelected by 
252 electoral votes to 155. 


The old line democrats, after the de- 


feats of 1896 and 1900, were able to as- 
sert their ascendancy In the party, and 
when the convention of 1304 
met 
to 


nominate a candidate to oppose Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, who had succeeded 
after the death of President McKinley, 
Mr. Bryan voluntarily kept out of the 
running. Alton B. Parker of New York 
was nominatfed ond was overwhelming- 
ly defeated in the election. 33S elector- 
al votes to MO. 
President Roosevelt named William 


H. Taft as his successor and Mr. Taft 
was nominated by the republican con- 
.entlon of 180S. Mr. Bryan's star was 
again in the ascendant in the demo 
cratlc party and he was nominated on 
the first ballot at the Denver conven- 
tion. S92\4 votes to 46 for 
John A. 


Johnson of Minnesota. Mr. Bryan again 
toured the country and talked to mil- 
lions of people, but President Taft was 
elected. 321 electoral votes to 162.

An orator ot

and brilliancy, his speeches have made 
him ono of the most influential of 
later-day public speakers. His denun- 
ciation of the gold standard policy of 
this republican party at the 
national 


democratic 
convention in ISOti. won 


him the nomination of his party for 
the presidency when ho was only S6 
years old. In his three presidential 
campaigns and in numerous speeches 
and lectures between campaigns, it is 
estimated that 20,000,000 people have 
come under the spell of his eloquence. 


Born in Illinois 


Mr. Bryan was born in Salem, 111, in 


I860. His boyhood was spent on a 
farm. In 1S77 he entered Illinois col- 
lego and graduated, as valedictorian 


. of his class in 1SS1. 
Then lie studied 


law at Union college of Chicago, was 
admitted to the bar and practised in 
Jacksonville, 111. 


In 18S4 lie married Mary Baird and

from Nebraska.

The democrats met at Chicago a 


few weeks later. Again the silver fight 
was to the fore, hut in spite of the 
struggle of the old'line democrats, of 
whom Ex-Governor Russell of Massa- 
chusetts was an acknowledged leader, 
the silver men triumphed and wrote 
into the plaifprm a declaration for 
free coinage. 


There was a warm fight, for the 


presidential nomination, with Richard 
P. Bland of Missouri as the favorite. 
But young Bryan, who was a delegate 
from Nebraska, swept the convention 
off its feet with his stirring eloquence. 
After his daring peroration. ."You shall 
not press down upon the brow of labor 
this crown, of thorns; you shall not 
.crucify mankind upon a cross of gold," 
the' delegates were brought 
to their 


feet by a common impulse, the state 
banners were trooped, and the "Boy 
Orator of (he Platte" was swept into 
the nomination. 


Mr. Bryan's campaign for the presi- 


dency was the beginning of the mod- 
ern "whirlwind four." lie spoke to 
enormous audiences in nearly 
every 


state in the Union. He 
made 2100 


speeches to more than 5.000,000 people, 
and travelled 18,000 mi|es. It was the 
bitterest and hardest fought campaign 
since the Hayes-Tilden campaign of 
20 years before. • McKinley received 271

The sil- 
ver issue was dead, never to be resur- 
rected. The discovery of gold in Alas- 
ka and the rebounding prosperity oit 
tho nation buried free silver forever. 
Then came the Spanish" war of 1S9S, 
followed by the acquisition of the Phil- 
ippine Islands,

new issue In "anti- 


ImperialiEm." Mr. Bryan, whose defeat 
.in 1S96 appeared to have made him all 
the stronger with the rank and flle of 
his party, was made the 1300 candidate 
by acclamation. 


Again Mr. Bryan made a whirlwind 


tour, up and 
down the 
length and 


breadth of the nation. 
But anti-im- 


perialism was not a popular issue, and 
President McKinley was reelected by 
202 electoral votes to 155. 


The old line democrats, after the de- 


feats of 1SS6 and 1300, were able to as- 
sert their ascendancy in the party, ami 
when the convention of 1S04 
met 
to 


nominate a c.-ir.dldatc to oppose Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, who bad 
succeeded 


after the death of President T.IcKlnley. 
Mr. Bryan voluntarily kept out of the 
running. Alton B. Parker of New York 
was nominated and was overwhelming- 
ly defeated'in the election. 336 elector- 
al votes to HO. 
President Roosevelt named William 


H. Taft as his successor and Mr. Taft 
was nominated by the republican con- 
vention of 190S. Mr. Bryan's star was 
again in the ascendant In tho demo- 
cratic party and be was nominated on 
the first ballot at the Denver conven- 
tion. SSi'i votes to 46 
for John A. 


Johnson of Minnesota. Mr. Bryan again 
toured the country p.nd talked to mil- 
lions of people, but President Taft was 
elected, 321 electoral votes to 162.

This year a voter does not have to 


designate whether he Is a republican, 
democrat or member of any other po- 
litical parly when affixing his signa- 
ture to a nomination paper. 
A voter 


may sign the nomination1 paper of any 
candidate, a member of his own party 
or any other, but he Is privileged to 
sigh only one paper, excepting In 
double' representative districts, where 
ne may sign two papers. 


According to tho law, nomination 


papers to be vnlid must contain • the 
necessary number of registered voters' 
signatures and bo returned to tho reg- 
istrars of voters In the particular city 
or town in which they are circulated 
on dates to ho announced by tho va- 
rious registrars when the papers aro 
Issued. 


Tho law also provides that special 


meetings of registrars must 
bo held 


this year on July 24, July 31, August 
7 and August H. 
The dale of the last 


meeting is the last day for nling pri- 
mary nomination papers for certifica- 
tion with the local officials, and on 
Aug. 17. at 5 p. m., the time limit ex- 
pires for flllnB these papers with tho 
secretary of state after they have been 
properly certified by tho local regis- 
trars.

The democrats met. at Chicago a 


few weeks later. Again the silver fight 
was to the fore, but in spite of the 
struggle of- the old line democrats, of 
whom Bx-Governor Bussell of Massa- 
chusetts was an acknowledged leader, 
the silver men triumpt'fld and wrote 
into the platform a declaration for 
free coinage. 


There was a warm fight for 
the 


presidential nomination, with Richard 
P. Bland of Missouri as the favorite. 
But young Bryan, who was a delegate 
from Nebraska, swept, the convention 
off its feet with his stirring eloquence. 
After his daring peroration, "You shall 
not press down upon the brow of labor 
this crown of-thorns; you shall not 
crucify mankind upon a cross of gold," 
the delegates were brought

are of Interest and can give pleasure 
to guests. 


"If we must deck our walls with the

voters and the endorsement of 
the 


registrar of voters In the community 
In which the signers live. 


This year a voter does not have to 


designate whether he Is a republican, 
democrat or member of any other po- 
litical parly when affixing his signa- 
ture to a nomination paper. 
A voter 


may sign the nomination paper of any 
candidate, a member of his own party 
or any oilier, but he Is privileged to 
sign only 
one .paper, 
excepting 
In 


double representative districts, where 
he may sign two papers. 


According to .the law, nomination 


papers to bo valid must contain the 
necessary number of registered voters' 
signatures and bo re-turned to the reg- 
Islrars.of voters III the particular city 
or town In which they are circulated 
on dates to be announced by tho va- 
rious registrars when the papers are 
Issued. 


The l.aw also provides that special 


meeting's of registrars must 
be held 


this year on July 24. July 31, August 
7 and August 14. The date of the last 
meeting Is the last day for filing pri- 
mary nomination papers for certifica- 
tion with the local olticlals. and on 
Aug. IT. at 5 p. m., the time limit ex- 
pires (or filing these papers with the 
secretary of state after they have been 
properly certified by tho local regis- 
trars. 
This law was passed In order 


that the candidate's name may appear 
on the ofllclal ballot al tho state pri- 
maries to be held on Sept. 21.
